ent, and'upon their urgent request, the 
Court ordered that the jury view the 
rooms of th« defendant, the place 
whore the homicide occurred.

they did in the custody of the Sheriff 
and his deputies, who were regularly 
sworn to take charge of the jury during 
a recess of the Court taken for the pur- 
pose of making said views. It was 
mown to defendant and her counsel 
chat this view was to be had without 
the presence of the defendant, the 
Judge and the Clerk of the Court. 
Knowing this, the defendant neither 
objected thereto nor requested to ac- 
company the jury. 
The taking of a 


view, under these circumstances, is as- 
signed un error, because neither the 
defendant, Judge or Clerk were present. 
Admitting that some authorities seem 
to hold the co'ntrary, the weight of 
reason and authority is that the right 
of defendant to be present with Judge 
and Clerk when a view is had, if such a 
right exists, is statutory and not con- 
stitutional, and, whatever the right may 
be, it is one which the defendant may 
and does waive when the action is 
taken upon his request and without ob 
jection or protest against the manner 
in which it is done. [The Court 
cited a large number of authorities to 
sustain its position.] 


The action of the Court in charging

A draft of the charge as proposed to

The power to set aside the result of 
their deliberation is given to the Courts 
with "a legal discretion to be exercised 
in conformity with the sririt of the law, 
and i a a manner to ijaLserve and not 
to impede or defeat the ends of sub- 
stantial justice."

trial is not a matter of favor or inclin- 
ation. Onr Government is essentially 
one of law, operating universally upon 
all persons without regard to rank,

Marshall said in 1803, " It has been em 
phatically termed a government of laws 
and not of men. 1 C'rami. 197, 163, 
More than three-quarters of a century 
later, and speaking for the same Court 
Justice Miller said: "No man in this 
country is so high that he is above the 
law. 
No officer of the law may set thai 


law at defiance with impunity. Al 
the officers of the Government, from 
the highest to the lowest, are creatures 
of the law, and are bound to obey it 
It is the only supreme power in our 
system of government, and every man 
who by accepting office participates in 
its functions is only the more strongly 
bound to submit to that supremacy 
and to observe the limitations which it 
imposes upon the exercise of the au- 
thority which it gives. U. S. vs. Lee, 
IOC, V. 8. 220. The Court in which a 
trial is had upon the issue of fact has 
power to grant a new trial * * * in 
the following canes only. Gen. blat. of 
Nee., flee. jSQS, The Legislature has 
given the trial Courts of this State 
power to grant new trials in criminal

It is also worthy 
of notice that the other plea—that of 
necessary self-defense—is utterly in- 
consistent with the idea of insanity. 
The refinements of medical experts 
have never gone so far as to assert that 
the human mind could be so diseased 
as not to know right from wrong in 
respect to shooting a particular indi- 
vidual nud at the same instant be suf- 
Kciently sound to determine, as a 
reasonable person, that such shooting 
was necessary in order to prevent great 
bodily harm. 


It was the sworn duty of the jury to 


decide thin cause from the evidence 
according to legal principles. That they 
were able to do so when the appeal to 
every santiment of sympathy was HO 
keen and persistent is no reproach upon 
the jury system. Continual and skill' 
ful efforts were made, tending to di- 
vert their minds from the issue be- 
tween the State and the defendant, to 
questions of guilt and moral 
bility as between the defendant and 
tbe deceased. Courts are established 
and maintained at public expense, to 
hear and determine tbo issues material 
to the cause made by the pleadings, 
and it is believed that the obligation 
of office and an official oath make it 
incumbent upon the Court to give the 
jurors such instructions upon legal 
principles, pertinent to the issues and 
applicable to the pi-oof, as will tend to 
secure a decision of the issues in the 
case, rather thau those outside of it. 
The discretion to sot aside the verdict 
and grant a new trial must find sup 
port on judicial grounds. To rest il 
upon favor would be to make tbe Judge 
above the law—something inconsistent 
with and destructive of all law, whether 
exercised by Judge, jury or accused 
To overthrow a verdict justified in 
law and in fact, is as bad in principle 
as to render a judgment without war- 
rant in law or in fact. To knowingly 
make, for any case, exceptions un 
known to the established rules of law 
would be most unworthy of any office 
or tribunal solemnly charged with th' 
power and responsibility ol pronounc 
ing the judgment of the law. If hones 
effprt and patient application to read 
a just and aouud conclusion fail o 
their purpose, the law, recognizing tha 
to err is humau.has wisely afforded ap 
propriate relief, the motion for u new 
trial muut therefore be denied.
